On the other hand, the defeat of the insur- 
gents would mean results little less decisive, 
for the rebels have put forth all the strength 
that they have, and Balmaceda would not be 
able to follow up the victory and take posses- 
sion of Iquique and the northern provinces 
until the arrival of the new warships, the 
Errazuriz and the Piuto. Itis hardly likely 
that the Junta could recover from a crush- 
ing defeat on the beach of Vina del Mar to- 
day. 


DESPERATE FIGHT IN NICARAGUA, 


The Government Squelches a Small Revo- 
lution at the Cost of Six Lives. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. |! 
Granapa, Nicaragua, Aug. 23.—A desperate 
fight occurred here today, in which the Chief 
of Police and six men were killed and many 
others were wounded. There had been more 
or less friction in the country for some time 
and it was feared that a revolutionary move- 
ment was on foot. The government had made all 
the overtures to the opposition which it 
thought consistent with its dignity and safety, 
but they had been declined. Then it was de- 
cided to take measures which would prevent 
any possible attempt at rebellion, In pur- 
suance of this policy orders were issued to 
arrest Gen. Zavala, Anselmo Rivas, -and 
Enrique Guzman. This order was executed 
this morning. As soon as the men were 
arrested and before they were got to the prison 
a number of their partisans got together and 
made adesperate attempt to rescue them. 
A volley was fired into the guards, which 
wounded several of them and killed the Chief 
of Police. The guards returned the fire with 
fatal effect. 
The government was fully me and re- 
inforcements were immediately sent to the 
beleaguered guards. With the reinforcements 
short work was made of the friends of the 
men under arrest and the streets were quickly 
cleared—not, however, until several inter- 
changes of shots had taken place, in which, as 
above stated, six men were killed outright and 
fully fifty were more or less seriously injured. 
After order had been restored the streets were 
patrolled by bodies of troops and tonight all 
is quiet. 
Zavala, Rivas, and Guzman were sent to 
Managua in charge of a guard sufficient to 
render hopeless any possible attempt at res- 
cue. An Italian hotelkeeper of this city, who 
appeared to be one of the ringleaders in the 
trouble this morning, has been 4rrested and 
accompanies the three first-mentioned to 
Managua. Other arrests are probable. The 
government has taken every possible precau- 
tion, but there is apparently no reason now to 
fear any attempt to overthrow it.

DISTRESSING ACCIDENT TO THE IN- 
TREPID ARCTIC EXPLORER. 


While the Kite Was Battling with an Ice 
Floe the Wheel of the Vessel Was Sent 
Flying Out of the Hands of the Two 
Helmsmen, the [Iron Tiller Hitting 
Peary and Fracturing His Right Limb 
in Two Piaces—Carried Ashore on & 
Stretcher. 

[SPECIAL CABLE. 

Sr. Jouns, N. F., Aug. 23.—The arctic 
steamer Kite arrived here today with reports 
of interesting experiences in Greenland, 
which include a struggle of three weeks with 
bergs and floe ice in Melville Bay, during 
which period she made only 100 miles. 
Lieut, Peary, his wife, and five associates 
were landed in McCormick Bay, Murchison 
Sound. Whale Sound, his original destina- 
tion, was frozen over and inaccessible by 
reason of ice islands and bergs. 

While in Melville Bay Peary broke his leg 
below the knee, and he was landed from the 
Kite on a stretcher. The accident occurred 
July 11, about Jatitude 75 degrees, longitude 
58 degrees 57 minutes. The steamer had 
been jammed in about the same posi- 
tion for some time. In the evening of that 
day a strong breeze came up and the ice 
opened a little, and the vessel commenced cut- 
ting her way through. The Kite came to 
a heavy bar of ice, and the order 
was given to go astern and then charge 
the obstruction. Lieut. Pe was be- 
hind the wheelhouse unknown to the 
officer on the bridge. The rudder struck a 
large cake of ice and was knocked over to 
port. The wheel was sent flying out of the 
hands of the two helmsmen, the iron tiller 
hitting Lieut. Peary on the right leg below 
the knee, breaking both bones. 

It was a clean break, and everything looked 
favorable for a rapid recovery. He was car- 
ried below and a couch rigged up for him in 
the saloon. His private physician, Dr. Cook, 
decided that the occurrence need not interfere 
with the expedition, as he would probably be 
as well as ever in three months from the time 
of the accident. 

Narrow Escape of the Kite. 

July 16 the Kite was nearly lost. She got 
nipped between two floes, which began to 
come together rapidly. All hands were put to 
work, and by digging and blasting the vessel 
was saved from destruction. The same night 
a polar bear attacked the ship and was killed 
at a range of fifty-nine yards, several shots 
out of the volley of thirty bullets having taken 
effect. 

By a series of small stages Cape York was 
rerched July 20. It seemed impossible to go 
further, and it looked as if the expedition 
must be abandoned, as it seemed impossible 
to landeven there. July 26, however, the ice 
suddenly opened and a course was made 
clear to McUormick’s Bay. The spot selected 
for the camp was on the south side of the bay, 
in latitude 77 de 48 minutes, longitude 
70 degrees 18 minutes, or about on a line with 
the most northerly point reached by the Jean- 
ette expedition. . 

A house was built on the slope of a mount- 
ain 1,800 feet high, with the glaciers —T 
down the hills in all directions. July 30 
the Kite bid the party farewell and 
steamed south. Lieut Peary wished to 
impress upon his friends in the United 
States that the accident to his leg was of small 
account. This fall the members of his party 
will explore the Humboldt Glacier. Mrs. 
Peary, perhaps, will go along and next April 
or May he and two others will go north to 
find the northern terminus of Green- 
land. Lieut. Peary relies on bis 
whale boats to go back to Danish 
Greenland, a distance of 600 miles. After the 
work is done next year it is the unanimous 
opinion of the Kite’s Captain and officers and 
the academy party that he cannot do this 
with his force, and that to attempt 1t would be 
folly. If therefore a relief expedition is not 
sent next the outfit will be in a bad way. 

Trophies for the World’s Fair. 

An interesting study was @rade by the 
academy party of Arctic highlandera of 
Ittiblu and Cape York. A native tent, two 
kayaks, or canoes, and weapons were secured 
for the World’s Fair. This is undoubtedly the 
most complete collection ever made. 


secured on Disco’s lane in the shape of a 
three-hundred-pound meteorite. Three small 
fragments of meteorites were found there 
by Nordenskjold in 1875, and the 
Swedish Government fitted out a ship to 
bring them back. An American institution 
offered $10,000 for one, but this was declined. 
The German Government was to send an ex- 
pedition next year to look for more. 
The German scientist, Drygalski, arrived 
in Disco just before the Kite arrived, but 
postponed the meteorite hunt until then. 
Two days after he left a Greenland professor 
named Heilprin made a trip to Ovifakin a 
native boat and took all there were. They 
will be sent to the Philadelphia Academy. 
The only museums now possessing specimens 
are Stockholm and Copenhagen. Under the 
Danish treaties with Great Britain and the 
United States the entire expedition is 
a piratical one. The treaties say 
that any ship landing on Greenland 
without permission of the Danish Government 
shall be confiscated and all on board pun- 
ished. If the law is carried out all the scien- 
tists would have been sent in chains to Den- 
mark, as Lieut. Peary had neglected to go 
through the formalities. On this account he 
was refused guides, dogs, and other assistance, 
both at Godhavn and Upernavik. 

Besides the dangers of ice, the Kite was 
nearly lost off Cape Parry in a terrific gale, 
the worst ever experienced by Capt. Pike, 
There was also a dangerous combination of 
lee-shore fog and icebergs. Ten days later 
the ship went ashore in Waigat Channel, be- 
tween Disco Island and the mainiand, but 
the tide was low and the water smooth and 
she floated off. 

Among the relics secured were a corpse of 
an arctic highlander, two years dead, and a 
fine assortment of Eskimo skulls. The entire 
party are in ngh spirits, though they had noth- 
ing but head winds since leaving New York. Val- 
uable photographs were obtainea. A team of 
young Eskimo dogs and sledges were secured. 
All explorations south of Godhavyn on return 
journey were prevented by heavy weather and 
searcity of coal. So much coal was used up 
in fighting the ice that Peary will possibly be 
left with only seven tons for winter. This will 
be barely sufficient for cooking and heating. 
A Gloomy Spot. 


McCormick Bay is a gloomy spot at best, 
even with the sun high above the horizon 
twenty-four hours aday, as when the Kite was 
there. With the sun out of sight the high 
hills on all sides will make the prospect in- 
deed dark and hideous. It seems fitted only 
for a winter home for bears and white whales, 
which abound, 

Prof. Heilprin found the altitude of the ice 
cap near the camp 2,400 feet, and the party 
must take sledges and supplies up the 
glacier to this height before béyinning 
the trip. If the party is detained on the 
ice cap a few weeks there will be a 
danger of starving, as no food can be secured 
after the start. The academy party certainly 
had their fill of Arctic experiences. Among 
the food they were forced to eat are buar’s 


heart, sandwiches of seal pie, sea gulls, and 
many varieties of birds. Lieut. Peary saved 
a bear carcass for wiater use.

LATEST ESTIMATE OF DEATHS IN THE 
NEW YORK DISASTER. 


Seventeen Dead Bodies Taken from the 
Ruins So Far, and the List of Missing 
Gathered by Newspaper Menu. and the 
Police Brings the Number of Possible 


Dead and Missing. 


New York, Aug. 24.—[Special.]—Under the 
lazy touch of Italian hirelings a Mulberry 
Bend the work of exploring the wreck of the 
Park place infamy went forward today with 
agonizing slowness. At 12 o’clock tonight 
seventeen corpses had been brought to light, 
most of them horribly mutilated by fire. 
Vast crowds coliected about the ruins and 
fought fiercely to pass the cordon of police. 
The street was turned into the semblance of a 
county fair, and fakirs plied their trade un- 
molested by police almost within ear-shot of 
the scene of death. 

Reporters have scoured the three cities and 
made a personal investigation of every name 
mentioned as dead or missing.

FIGHT OF FRENCH GRAPE GROWERS. 


Owners of Small Vineyards Pitted Against 
Champagne Companies. 

Pants, Aug. 23.—The agitation of young 
Lamare, the educated lad of 19 who is leading 
the turbulent wine growers in the champagne 
districts, is the outcome of the endeavors upon 
the part of the large wine companies to acquire 
and unite the small vineyards, with the object 
of localizing and stamping out phylloxera. The 
small vineyard owners stoutly oppose this 
project, which they suppose is aimed to re- 
duce the yeomanry of the district to mere 
factory hands. 

There is no doubt there are some grounds 
for their suspicions, but at the same time 
there is no doubt that phylloxera has made its 
eee and that it is likely to spread rap- 
idly. 

M. Lamare has secured enormous influence 
to back him up in his agitation, but it is al- 
most impossible for the movement he is at the 
head of to succeed, as champagne requires 
such a large àmount of cupital for its success- 
ful production. 

Apart from the invasion of phylloxera, the 
French vintage justifies the gloomy predic- 
tions made in regard to the present crop of 
grapes. Up to the present the only 
vineyards which promise well are those 
of the Bordeaux region. In La 
Dordogne and Aude departments the 

vineyards have been ravaged by mildew 
and black rot, three courses of sulphates hav- 
ing failed to arrest the progress of these 
diseases. Throughout the department of 
L’Herault the negligence of the grape culti- 
vators has allowed mildew to seriously prej- 
udice the present harvest and no second 
gathering is probable. 

A resident of the department of La Gironde 
has written a letter for publication in which 
he asserts that only where the vineyard owners 
have shown themselves careless or self. 
sufficient and have allowed theif vines to be- 
come surrounded with weeds, thus constitut- 
ing foci infection, has trouble arisen. He 
adds wherever the preseriptions of science 
have been properly and opportunely observed 
the vines are healthy and promise an abun-

This is bad, but how is it in free 
trade England? Official inquiries recently 
made showed that the condition of the 
“sweated ” workers in East London, many of 
them Russian Jews, as is the case here, was 
infinitely worse than in Chicago. They did 
not dream of getting $8 per week, not even the 
able bodied male or female workers. They 
‘were worse housed and much more poorly fed 
than here. But it is not claimed that free 
trade is responsible for that state of things. 
Simply a great mass of labor fit for but few 
uses was thrown on the London market, more 
than it was able to take care of at higher 
wages. | 
The fair wages for skilled female tailors in 
Berlin are $1.42 a week, though they run down 
to $1.10, and the working season is a short 
one. Good cloakmakers get $1.66 per week. 
Young girl workers get from 50 cents to $1 
a week. The price paid for making a dosen 
button holes by hand is 234 cents. Rent takes 
a larger proportion of the wages of labor in 
Berlin than here, and the quarters of poor peo- 
ple are most unsatisfactory from a sanitary 
point of view. And when one goes farther 
east in Europe, into Poland and Russia, still 
lower wage scales and still more miserable 
conditions of life are found. So whether the 
wages paid in this city to the working women 
mentioned above be high or low, the fact re- 
mains that they ate higher than they could 
have received in any part of Europe whence 
they came, and that those wages enable them 
to enjoy comforts and necessaries which were 
not within their reach on the other side of the 
ocean. They are not as well off as they ought 
to be, but they are much better off than ever 
before, and they owe that betterment to the 
higher wage scale of this country which is 
maintained by the protective principle. The 
Democrats should study the wage scale of 
workers on ready-made clothing ‘in London 
before prescribing free trade as the panacea 
for Amer wage weynees. 


EX-SPEAKER REED ON RECIPROCITY. 

In a recent interview with the ex-Speaker of 
the House of Representatives he is made to 
say: 

As to reciprocity, that is an attempt to carry on 
commerce by diplomacy. o Secretaries strike 
a bargain with each other for their respective 
States. But the commercial world can only do 
business on great commercial principles, not on 
correspondence between State Departments. Then 
again, if we must have a tariff to protect our bus- 
iness in New York City, bow can we compete with 
the same rivals after we have shipped our goods 
to some distant republic in South America? If 
we cannot compete on equal terms here it is pre- 
posterous to suppose that we can there. And it is 
equally preposterous to suppose that our neigh- 
bors will keep up a discrimination against other 
nations in our behalf. 

Mr. Reed is an intelligent man and he 
would not talk thus if his judgment were not 
influenced by his. notorious anti-Blaine feel- 
ings. Wers the C¢redit of reciprocity due to 
any other man he would be quick to see the 
great benefits of that policy. But as it is he 
ignores the 1mportant fact that this country 
affords fhe chief -in some cases almost the 
sole—market to the American tropical 
countries for their sugar, coffee, rubber, hides, 
and fruit. The United States can offer the na- 
tions to the south of it a choice between free 
and taxed access to its ports, depending on 
whether they do ordo not comply with certain 
reciprocal conditions. The law which Con- 
gress made fixes the terms and conditions, 
and the diplomacy at which Mr. Reed sneers 
consists of carrying out the directions of Con- 
gress, Why is not that work as legitimate and 
praiseworthy as that connected with the nego- 
tiation of any other treaty? 

Tho superiority of the method of making 
agreements based on an act of Congress, over 
the ordinary treaty, is that less time is re- 
quired, the subject is handled more easily, 
and itis not necessary to await the slow and 
uncertain action of the Senate, which some- 
times rejects treaties and sometimes hangs 
them up for years. Nor is it true that the 
commercial world cannot do business on cor- 
reepofidence between State Departments. If 
the State Departments of Latin-American 
countries fail to enter into correspondence 
with that of the United States, and refuse to 
open the gates. to certain American staple 
products, the bars will be put up against their 
sugar, coffee, and hides. 

Why is it that Mr. Reed does not (want to) 
see the peculiarly strong trade position which 
this country occupies relatively to the tropical 
States of this hemisphere? What. rivals 
has the United States that can offer to Cuba, 
Brazil, Venezuela, Hayti, etc., the reciprocal 
advantages that it can? Western European 
nations have no breadstuffs or meat to offer, 
and with the exception gf England they have 
no use for West India sugar, while there is 
not one of them which buys a third as much 
coffee of Brazil as this country does. 

Mr. Reed seems to wish the United States to 
throw away its powér of creating a trade 
which will result in the increased consumption 
of American surplus products. That is blind, 
reckless folly or something worse. He says 
that the discrimination which will lead to 
enlarged trade cannot be kept up: It will 
keep itself up. It is domg so in Braml and 
will do so in the other countries the reciproci- 
ty agreements with which soon will go into 
force. 

How would Mr. Reed goto work to induce 
Germany to let in American swine products? 

He has just returned from Europe and may 
have studied the question while there. Oan 
he suggest any other or better way of doing 
it than by retaliating on her sugar exports in 
the manner provided for in the law? Tne $20

IMMIGRATION AND DEGRADATION. 
In the Forum for August Mr. Francis A. 


Walker discussed the effects of immigration 


on the increase of native population in the 
United States, and presented some facts indi- 
cating that the first exerts a repréasive in- 
fluence on the other. Tus TUI of Satur- 


day published the paper and noted some addi-. 


tional facts that may be used in the com- 
parison. It was stated that the new-coiners 
have supplied the rougher kinds of labor, and 
incited, if not forced, the natives to seek other 


modes of activity, one of the results bemg a 


tendency to diminish the number of members 
of the average American family. The subject 
is of sufficient importance to warrant a little 
further mention of its salient features. 

It was the undercutting competition of these 
millions of impecunious European aliens, of 
inferior education and brought up on a lower 
level in the scale of civilization than the native 
Americans, which impelled the latter to with- 
draw from the fields of hard, rough labor, 
leaving them to their lower-wage competitars, 
and to retire into the lighter and more genteel 
employments, and this tended to lessen the 
rate of native increase in population. The 
same cause and effect are observable in the 
families of foreigners who have accumulated 
considerable wealth in this country. The sons 
and daughters are taken away from the coars- 
er labor occupations and sent to high schools 
and academies, After fillmg up with a choice 
curriculum of Greek, Latin, mathematics, 
and a smattering of other science the boys 
are sent into stores, factories, rail- 
road offices, etc., as clerks, salesmen, or 
agents, put into the learned professions,” 
or become sharps and speculators, trying to 
make a living by the exereise of their wits. 
If engaged in any manual occupation it must 
be clean and light, as watchmaking, jewelry 
manufacturing, telegradhing, etc. 

The great majority of foreignets who ac- 
cumulate property here are just as anxious as 
the natives that their progeny shall not soil 
their hands with coarse work and shall not 
labor at hard trades in competition with the 
recently-arrived workers from the sluins of 
European cities. And these dainty American 
sons and daughters of foreign-born parents 
cultivate calibacy, club life divorces for in- 
compatibility of temper and weariness of 
matrimony, all of which tend to keep down the 
size of the family. From this source of the 
“newly rich the ranks of the non-hard 
working classes are heavily recruited, the re- 
sult being physical enervation, fashionable 
dissipations, loose and sensuous living, fre- 
quent divorces, and fights in court for posses- 
sion of the one child which constitutes the 
younger generation of many a family in place 
of the “long small” line of children that 
were formerly the rule. 

Another large class of foreigners quit work 
as soon as possible. They seek soft snaps in 
the cities in the shape of offices, on the score 
of nationality in the absence of other recom- 
mendation, and become Aldermen, police- 
men, or, failing that, try to get employ- 
ment as .bridge-tenders. They try to ob- 
tain position as __ employers, foremen, 
or inspectors, take to the keepimg of 
saloons, or content themselves with 
slingmg whisky behind the bar. Many of 
them become labor agitators and make a com- 
fortable living without work as walking dele- 
gates, strike promoters, and professional or- 
ganizers of industrial wars and disturbances. 
The sons féllow in the footsteps of their sires, 
and become hoodlums if not able to achieve 
“‘ respectability ’ by fattening in some way 
on the public. 

In the South the presence of a iow caste 
black race, firstas slaves and then as freed- 
men, has operated on the minds of the white 
high castes precisely as the presence of an 
equal number of lower class European peas- 
ants and illiterate rough-labor aliens has af- 
fected the natives and the families of those 
foreigners who have made money in the North- 
ern States. The whites in the South refuse to 
work in competition with the negroes. They 
dodge and shirk it wherever possible. They 
live by hiring the blacks to till their fields on 
shares or for wages. As the climate is a warm 
one the country whites can live mostly on 
horseback, with gun in hand, and those who 
reside in the towns. resort to every kind of 
employment that does not require hand soil- 
ing work, that being left to the negroes. The 
„poor white trash’ reside in groups and col- 
onies on the poor lands away from immedi- 
ate contact with the blacks, and eke out a 
miserable existence, rarely ever possessing a 
$10 bill. Many of the Southern whites have 
pushed out West beyond the Mississippi 
and into the new States and Territories. 
There they find little or no competition from 
the negroes, as the latter prefer living on the 
fertile bottom lanas of the South, which 
are not malarious to them, though unhealthy 
for the white man. The white migrants take 
a fresh start in the farther West, work hard, 
and accumulate property, till they are struck 
by the alien wave from Europe seeking work 
of the toilsome order. Then they surrender to 
them the tools and implements of industry 
and retire into the shade. Thus in the South 
as well as in the North, as wealth increases, 
the natives shrink from labor competition 
with the class that is felt to be inferior, so 
that the rate of growth has fallen off to just 


about 20 per cent for the latest decade. The 


population of the Southern States only in- 
creased from 16,516,568 in 1880 to 19,830,813 in 
1890, 

This kind of change in social conditions is 
but faintly experienced in England, and not 
at all in other countries of Europe. There 
may be an aristocratic shrinking from labor, 
but little or none of it for alien reasons. 
Great Britain and Germany send forth vast 
swarms of emigrants, while the latter received 
no alien accessions to speak of and the other 
but few, yet the native stock increases rap- 
idly, There the natives toil and work as Sed 
ulously as did the natives in this country pre- 
vious to the numerous intrusion of European 
aliens. France seems to be an exception to 
the rule, but it contains nearly 1,000,000 for- 
eign workers who are crowding out the native 
mechanics and servants from the cities. Be- 
sides the French rural families all own little 
farms in fee, anddo not want to subdivide 
them further. Hence they keep down the 
families to not more than two or a 
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and the volume of inland freights has fallen 
| off to a serious extent, Employers are inti- 


mating to their men that it will be necessary 
to cut down wages. ‘The latter refuse to agree, 
and in some instances demand ac advance. But 
the evidence goes toshow that while the McKin- 
ley law may beacontributory cause, and while 
it may here and there have borne hard for 
the moment od a particular industry, yet 
it is not responsible for the condition in which 
foreign manufacturers find themselves at pres- 
ent. 

The total imports of dutiable goods into the 
United States during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1890, were valued at $523,641,000. De- 
ducting molasses and cane sugar, which are 
not dutiable now, they footed up 8482, 295,000, 
of which $400,000,000 in round numbers came 
from Egrope. Deducting the cane sugar and 
molasses imported during the last fiscal year, 
and allowing for non-European dutiable im- 
ports, the total value of European products 
taken last year was + $885,000,000, a little 
over $16,000,000 less than the preceding fiscal 
year, but more than for the year 1888-’89, and 
more than ‘the’ annual average for the last 
decade.. 

This decrease of $16,000,000 is 4 per cent of 
the total European imports for 1889. 90. Some 
of this fell on England, some on Germany, 
and some on other countries. Had it all fallen 
on England it would have been but about 1 
per cent of the value of the total exports of 
that country. But since England did hot 
stand more than balf the loss, or about half 
of 1 per cent on its total exports, it is evident 
that the influence of the McKinley law there 
cannot be said to be great, thus far. 

During 1889 the total value of Argentine im- 
ports in gold was $164,000,000, of which 
$44,000,000 was from Great Britain and only 
$9,000,000 from the Qnited States. In 1890 
the imports fell off $22,000,000. During the 
first quarter of this year the imports were but 
$19,000,000, agamst $40,000,000 for the same 
quarter of last year. Imports of English 
products this year will be fully $20,000,000 less 
than they were last. Then, too, the monetary 
disturbances growing out of the Argentine ex- 
periments in cheap money have been most 
serious in England. The President of the 
Republic in his last message says that the 
amount of foreign capital invested in the 
country, not includmg loans, amounts to 
$500,000,000. A large proportion of that capi- 
talhas gone forever. Most of it came from 
England. Of course all interests in that coun- 
try are affected injuriously by its loss. Again, 


the Chilean revolution. has interfered with 


English trade in quarter. 

It is clear that even though Congress had 
left the tariff unaltered the English manufact- 
urers would have met with a setback. Since 
1886 the trade of that country has been in- 
creasing steadily. It is evident that the cus- 
tomary reaction has come, and that English 
exports will run down for the next few years 
and then as usual begin to rise again. But 
the cause of the present drop must be sought 
for in South and not North America, in Argen- 
tane speculations and not in the McKinley law. 


GLADSTONE ON SALISBURY. 

Lord Salisbury, noting the drift of the re- 
cent byeélections in Great Britain, fears that 
at the next general one the Gladstonians will 
win a majority of thevperliamientary seats in 
Great Britain, and will immediately thereaft- 
er proceed with their Home-Rule bill. This 
was indicated in the tone and temper of the 
speech which he delivered at the Lord May- 
or’s banquet in London recently. He even 
intimated the policy which Me and his part; 


| will pursue in the event of defeat at the polls. 


They will endeayor, he hints, to defeat or ob- 
struct home rule by “the pley of other parts 
of the constitution.” Mr. Gladstone has ea 
gerly seized upon this scarcely-veiled threat, 
and in a letter which he has just addressed to 
Mr. Warmington, the home-rule candidate for 
Lewisham, where an élection contest is now 
proceeding, he takes it up for the purpose of 
making an issue of it. He says: 

Lord Salisbury’s speech appears to mean that if 
at the coming election thé nation should pro- 
nounce in favor of home rule for Ireland that 
boon, equally a boon to each of the three king- 


doms, is to be frustrated by what he terms “ the 
play of other parts of the constitution.” That is 


| to say, the Lords will reject it. It is for the con- 


stituencies to decide how to receive this threat 
to overbear the judgment which has during the 
last four years beén so unequivocally declared. 


There is a tone of edgerness in this accept- 
ance of the challenge which plainly says that 
Mr. Gladstone feels young and vigorous 
enough to grapple with Lord Salisbury and 
his brother Peers. If the contest should come, 
their lordships would not come out of it as 
well as they think. 

But the policy indicated by Lord Salisbury 
may after all be persisted in. Mr. Dicey, one 
of the Unionist writers, in an article contrib- 
uted to the current number of the Nineteenth 
Century, boldly advocates such a course, and 
with frank brutality says that in that way 
home rule may be postponed until Mr. Glad- 
stone is no longer able to advocate it. For 
that reason, too, Mr. Dicey advises that the 
dissolution of the present Parliament be post- 
poned till 1898. This would prolong the 
home-rule conflict until 1895. The question 
which obviously suggests itself to Lord Salis- 
bury and Mr. Dicey is: Will Gladstone live so 
long? 

While he lives, however, the Grand Old 
Man insists on being in evidetice. And he ton 
has his spokesmen, They announce his policy, 
in the event of his again attaining power, to 
be to pass a Home-Rule bill, and if the Lords 
reject it, or mutilate it, pass it again, and yet 
again. If it is rejected after a third passage 
the proponents of this policy say that the 
measure need not again be sent to the House 
of Lords, because there will be no such insti- 
tution to which to send it. 

If Gladstone were but ten years younger 
what a struggle! 


OPENING THE OHIO CAMPAIGN. 

The Ohio campaign was opened formally by 
Maj. McKinley at Niles last Saturday, and 
from now till election day the contest will be 
kept up without cessation. A large part of 
the speech of the Republican candidate was 
devoted to the free comage question. That 
was to be expected, for it is his trump card. 
He did not fail to take full advantage of the 
indefensible Democratic position on this issue. 
He pointed out with his accustomed clearness 
how the adoption of a free/coinage law would 
coincide with an inrush of foreign silver and 
an outflow of American gold, which would 
continue till every grain of the latter metal 
had left the country. The greenbacks would 
be presented for redemption and the Treasury 
would be stripped of ali its gold holdings. 

Then the United States would drop down to 
the depreciated silver standard, abandoning 
the measure of values of the commercial 


world, and taking up with that of the Chinese, 


the Hindoos, and the South Americans.

END OF A USEFUL LIFE, 


Mrs. Zlizabeth Whitehead Passes Away a 
Piainfield, N. J. . 

Mrs. Elizabeth Whitehead, wife of the late 
Rev. Henry Whitehead, who founded the first 
Methodist church in Chicago, died suddenly 
at 5 o’clock yesterday morning at the home of 
her daughter, Mrs. Albert Bowman, in Plain- 
field, N. J., aged 79 years. Old age witha 
complication of diseases caused her death. 
The remains will be brought to Chicago and 
buried at Rosehill Cemetery by the side of 
her husband, who died in April, 1885. 

Mrs. Whitehead was born in Wales in 1818 
and in 1832 she came to Chicago. Her maiden 
name was Jenkins. Two years later she 
married the Rev. Henry Whitehead. In 1836 
Mr. and Mrs. Whitehead went to Wisconsin, 
Both were untiring workers, and they did 
much to establish the Methodist Church in 
that State. In 1845 they returned to Chicago, 
which was their home until they died. rs, 
Whitehead was always an earnest worker in 


the Methodist Church, especially in the line of 


charities and industrial schools. 
Four of their five children are li „They 
are W. H., of Arie, Pa., E. J., of this city, 


Sarah, who died in 1863, Mrs. Arthur Edwards 


of No. 2816 Indiana avenue, and Mrs. Albert 
Bowman of Plainfield N. J. 
The Rev. Mr. Whitehead, who for forty-five 
ears was known in Chicago as Father“ 
hitehead, was one of the pioneers of Method- 
ism in the West. He was born in Chatham, 
England, June 17; 1810. When 21 years 
old he came to America. He staid a short 
time in New Tork City and then went 
to Troy, where he became associated with an 
Indian mission at Fort Mackinac. In 18382 he 
came to Chicago, where he preached to the 
Indians, soldiers, and trader population. 
Shortly after he came here he built the first 
Methodist church of Chicago on the site of the 
present First M. E. Church, Washi n and 
Clark streets. His first charge in Wisconsin 
was the Root River Mission: Then he went 
to Troy, Sylvia, and Elk Grove in succession. 
In 1846 he was superannuated on account of 
ill health, caused by too close application to 
work and exposure while engaged in his pio- 
neer missionary work. Previous te enterin 
the ministry he was a builder by trade an 
when retired he entered the book business, 
and he it was who founded the Methodist Book 
Concern. After the fire in 1871 he engaged in 
the sale of church and Sabbath-school singing 
books, a business which he followed, with oc- 


casional preaching, until he died. 


Francis M. Churchman.

Francis M. Churchman, of Fletcher & Church- 
man’s private banking house, died today 
after ten days’ illness. Mr. Churchman was 
59 years of age. He was one of the wealthiest

around them. What is the city doing 
towards lighting those thor- 
oughfares? It is perhaps not generally known 
that, although the Park Commissioners have 
charge of the lighting of the parks, the boule- 
vards, as public thoroughfares, whose title is 
vested in the city, are lighted at the expense 
and under the supervision of the city. How 
will those boulevards leading to the World's 
Fair grounds, and the traffic thoroughfares 
leading there also, be lighted during the 
World’s Fair period? What preparations have 
been made by the city authorities to suitably 
light them ?” 

These are questions that ought to engage 
the serious attention of the city authorities at 
once. And yet, if Ald. Cullerton be excepted, 
there is hardly a city official who has given the 
subject any thought. Ald. Cullerton, how- 
ever, has been giving the subject his serious 
and careful attention, and speaking on the 
subject yesterday he said: 

“I not*‘ced in Tun Tambon some days ago 
the suggestion that the boulevards leading to 
the World’s Fair grounds from the business 
center be lighted by electrwity. The sugges- 
tion is a capital one, but I would improve on 
it. Not only should the boulevards be so 
lighted, but some of the principal traffic 
thoroughfares leading to Jackson Park should 
be also. I understand the South Park Com- 
missioners have ap 
confer with the municipal officials about this 
matter of lighting. It will involve a question 
of finance, and if it comes before the commit- 
tee of which Iam Chairman I shall plead in 
behalf of electricity. 

Electricity Must Be Used. 

„The World’s Fair grounds will be lighted 
by electricity. Visitors returning from the 
brilliantly lighted grounds through streets 
lighted or partly lighted by gas lamps will be 
asthough in utter darkness. Some of the 
streets of Hyde Park are fairly lighted with 
gas lamps of the ordinary quality, but they 
are mere tallow dips as compared with the 
electric burners. _ alll of the streets have a 
lamp here and there only. The contrast be- 
tween electric and gas lighting was made 
painfully clear to me one night when I drove 
to the southern parks. They were lighted by 
electricity. Outside we had the gaslight. 
Going from the park out into the streets one 
was almost lost in the darkness. So it will be 
with the night visitors to the World’s Pair if 
we have not better illumination for our streets 
and boulevards than ges. 

But if we are to have electricity it is time 
to begin. The city has not the mone 
tending the electricity light plant the 
boulevards. But in my judgment the Park 
Commissioners can undertake that. They 
have the necessary funds or can obtain them. 
I believe, any way, the Park Commissioners 
ought to pay for the expense of boulevard 
lighting. I would be willing, however, to per- 
mit connection with the city electric light 
plants for boulevard lighting. I think that if 
the city officers aud the Park Dommissioners 
were to negotiate in reference to this business 
we would have all the north and south boule- 
vards leading. to Jackson Park lighted with 
electricity before the World’s Fair opens. I 
think that at the same time Wabash avenue 
and Sixty-third street, together with one or 
two other cross-town streets, should be lighted 
also by electricity. The streets in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the World’s Fair grounds 
ought to be simularly illumina 

Better Pavements Needed. 

* But we must not confine ourselves entirely 
to the matter of lighting. Other affairs have 
to be attended to. Thereis not a thorough- 
fare now leading to Jackson Park frome the 
business district fit to travel over. Wabash 
avenue ought to be the main traffic thorough- 
fare south as far as Sixty-third street. It is 
impassable. Some of the property-owners 
want to improve. Others obstruct. Only a 
part of Sixty-third street is paved. Most of 
the other cross streets which ought to lead to 
the World’s Fair grounds stop short at the IIli- 
nois Central. Many of those streets ought to 
be opened and improved. Some df the north 
and south streets south of Thirty-ninth street 
ought to be paved. It is not a bit too soon to 
take the initiative in it. If ve do not do some- 
thing the municipal government will be 
8 when the time comes as a disgrace to 

‘hicago. 
0 There ought to be a conferenceimmediate- 
ly between the World’s Fair Directors and the 
ay officials to consider what ought to be done 
what can be done. I know it will be said 
that we can do nothing this year for lack of 
funds, I know better. We can prepare for 
next year, We can do something better than 
spending our whole appropriation for this year 
on pay-rolls. Wecan push work under special 
assessments, and we can do a hundred and one 
things—all in the direction of improvement 
and preparation. I hope Tus Traisunz will 
take hold of this matter and agitate the neces- 
sity for work, and waking up. 

* Ald. Cullerton is like one alone in the 
wilderness,” said a citizen yesterday. His 
voice Will hardly reach the far-away city offi- 
cials, and it will hardly be heeded by the offi- 
cial whose chiefest pleasure it is to run up big 
pay-rolls for the exhaustion of the appropria- 
tions. But if the World’s Fair Directors would 
but join hands with Cullerton something 
might be done, It is time to begin.“ 


NAVAL MACHINERY AT THE FAIR, 


The Immense Strides Made in Its Manu- 
facture to Be Plaigly Shown. 
Wasatvaton, D. C., Aug. 23.—[Spécial.]— 
Advancement in marine engineering within 
the last twenty-five years is illustrated by a 
set of drawings which the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering is now engaged upon as a part of 
the naval exhibit for tne World’s Fair. There 
are to be a number of pictures showing the 
machinery plant of the swift cruisers Nos. 12 
and 13, which are capable of a collection of 
horse power of over 20,000, the battleships 
and several other modern ships, but these are 
two prepared especially for demonstrating 
the vast stride in marine engine building. 
Oneof these illustrates the cum bersome plant 
of the paddle-wheel steamer Powhattan. This 


machinery, designed fot 1,200 horse-power, 


took up a space sixty feet long and forty-two 
feet high. The other shows engines and 
machinery of Torpedo Cruiser No. 2, recently 
designed, which are capable of the same 
horse-power and yet the whole plant is con- 
fined in a space thirteen feet long and seven 
feet high, or about one-fifth the space required 
for the machinery of tne Powhattan. 

In its palmiest days the latter would not 
make over nine knots, while the torpedo 
cruiser, if it comes up to expectations, will 
make twenty-five knots. In addition to the 
designs of machinery the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering will probabiy be represented at 
the Fair by.a complete set of engines and 
machinery of ons of the new men-of-war 
erected and operated the same as when placed 
in the ship.

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TOLD IN BEN BUTLER’S BOOK. 


The Proffered Resignation of Gen. Lee and 
Jeff Davis’ Reply. 


story of Gen. Robert E. Lee’s attempt to re- 
sign. The resignation was tendered to Jeffer- 
son Davis on the 8th of August, 1863. It was 
prompted by the defeat at Gettysburg in the 
July preceding. Gen. Lee waited only to get 
his army back into Virginia and to recover 
somewhat from the demoralization. He then 
forwarded his resignation. The original copy 
of Gen. Lee’s letter has not been found in 
Confederate archives. But the letter of Jef- 
ferson Davis written to Gen. Lee immediately 
upon the . his tendered resignation 
is in the War Records Office, What purports 
to be a copy of Gen. Lee's letter is in exist- 
ence, but its authenticity is somewhat cloud- 
ed. That Gen. Lee did send in his resig- 
nation has been known to some of the hig 
officers of the Confederacy. The letter of 
Mr. Davis confirms the story and shows pretty 
clearly the draft of Gen. Lee’s letter, to whi 
itisareply. Mr. Davis’ letter is as follows: 

‘““Ricumonp, Va., Aug. 11, 1863.—Gen. R. 
E. Lee, Commanding Army of Northern Vir- 
ginia: Yours of the 8th inst. has been re- 
ceived. I am glad that you concur so entire- 
3 me as to the want of our country in 
this trying hour, and am happy to add that 
after first depression consequent upon our 
disaster in the West indications have ap- 
peared that our people will exhibit that forti- 
tude which we agree in believing is alone 
needful to secure ultimate success. 

“Tt well became Sidney Johnston, when 
overwhelmed by a senseless clamor, to admit 
the rule that success is the best of merit; and 
yet there has been nothing which I have found 
to require a better effort of patience than to 
bear the criticisms of ignorant, who pro- 
nounce everything a failure which does not 
equal their expectations or desires, and can 
see no good result which is not in the line of 
their own imaginings. I admit the propriety 
of your conclusions, that an officer who loses 
the confidence of his troops should have his 
position changed, whatever may be his abili- 
ty, but when I read the sentence I was not at 
all prepared for the application you were 
about to make. Expressions of discontent in 
the public journals furnish but little evidence 
of the sentiment of an army. I wish it were 
otherwise, even though all the abuse of my- 
self should be accepted as the results of hon- 
est observation. I say I wish I could feel that 
the public journals were not generally parti- 
san or venal. 

“Were you capable of moguing to it you 
could easily surround yourself with those who 
would fill the press with your laudatiovs and 
seek to exalt you for what you had not done, 
rather than detract from the achievements 
which will make you and your army the sub- 
ject of history and object of the world’s admi- 
ration for generations to come. 

Jam truly sorry to know that you still 
feel the effects of the illness you suffered last 
spring, and can readily understand the em- 
barrassments you experience in using the 
eyes of others, having been so much accus- 
tomed to make your own reconnoisanzes. 
Practice will, however,do much to relieve 
that embarrassment, and ininute knowledge 
of the country which you have acquired will 
render you less dependentfor topographical 
information. 

But suppose, my dear friend, that I were to 
admit, with all these implications, the powts 
which you present, where am I to find that 
new commander who is to possess the greater 
ability which you believe to be required! 
do not doubt the readmess with which you 
would give way to one who could accomplish 
all that you have wished, arid you will do me 
the justice to believe that if Providence should 
kindly offer such a person for our use I 
would not hesitate to avail of his services. 

My sight is not sufficiently penetrating to 
discover such hidden merit if it exists, and I 
have but used to you the langua of sober 
earnestness when I have im upon you 
the propriety of avoiding all unnecessary ex- 
posure to danger, because I felt our country 
could not bear to lose you. To ask me to 
substitute you by some ohe in my judgment 
more fit td command, or who would possess 
more of the confidence of the army or of the 
reflecting men of the country, is to demand an 


impossibility. 

It only remains for me to hope that you 
will take ail possible care of yourself, that your 
health and strength may be entirely restored, 
and that the Lord will preserve you for the im- 
portant duties devolved upon you in the 
struggle of our suffering country, for the inde- 
pendence which we have engaged in war to 
maintain. As ever, very respectfully and 
truly yours, Jzrrrerson DAVIS.“

The 
Prince of Wales, Lord Salisbury, Mr. Glad- 
stone, Mr. Balfour, Sir William Harcourt, and 
scores of others whose names are familiar in 


France, and who, had they been in town, 


would have taken some part in the proceed- 
ings, are making a holiday. Still the Queen 
has staid at Osborne, even deferring her 
visit to Balmoral, a concession unheard of 
when merely affairs of state are concerned, 
The common people ‘have gathered in hun- 
dreds and thousands, lining the Solent witli 
enthusiastic groups, singing the Marseil- 
laise, and on the whole the affair must be re- 
garded as a success. | 

Nevertheless there has been an unmistakable 
air of the artificial over all. The people can- 
not get over the idea: that it is a put-up job, a 
sort of codlin and short business in which 
Russia and England have been good naturedly 
competing with the object of smoothing the 
sensibilities of France. Some doubt broods 
over the origin of the second seene in which, 
the Russian codlin having finished his part, 
the British short comes on and assures France 
that in spite of what took place at Cronstadt 
and Moscow he is the true friend. 

The French papers are insistent in the state- 
ment that the invitation for the fleet to visit 
Portsmouth came from England. Lord 
George Hamilton, first Lord of the Admiral. 
ty, when asked a question.on this subject just 
before prorogation positively and plainly as- 
serted that the overtures came from France. 
However that may be, it is certain that Lerd 
Salisbury, charmed with the opportunity of 
showing how happy England could »e with 
either — or France, jumped at the pro- 
posal and has concentrated official effort upon 
the task of making the visit a success. It is 
not the Premier’s fault if it falls a little flat. 
Had the fleet reached here whilst Europe was 
still agitated by rumors of new alliances and 
ledges 
of amity between ancient allies would have 
been impressive: but the rumors which a 
fortnight ago thrilled the political world have 
dropped as suddenly as they rose, and it 
comes to pass that the visit suffers the fatal 
disadvantage that pertains to anti-climax, 

Don't Believe the Paris Story. 

No attention was paid here to the silly story 
circulated by a Paris 2 about the German 
Emperor’s fantastic flights on his way home 
from his visit to his grandmother. Only one 
or two London papers prmted the meio- 
dramatic nonsense that was not even well 
invented. In its wealth of details it recalis a 
famous biography of Mr. Gladstone which ap- 
— in a Turkish paper at the time of the 

ulgarian atrocities. In this valuable contri- 
bution to history it was told with circumstance 
how Mr. Gladstone’s father was a pig-butcher, 
how his youthful but depraved son systematic. 
ally wronged him in commercial transactions, 


how he brought his father’s gray hairs with 


sorrow to the grave—not without suspicion of 
the intermediary of the butcher’s ax—and 
how, after wading through oceans of moral 
mire, he finally reac a position in the 
counsels of the Queen that enabled him 
to thwart the Sultan’s beneficent efforts to 
make Bulgaria happy. As a literary effort 
the Paris romance was quite mean beside 
the richer fancy of the Turkish journalist, but 
I hear on respectable authority that ninety 
out of every hundred Frenchmen accept it as 
literal truth. As a matter of fact the Em- 

eror is in better health now than he has been 
or some years. He has just shown his energy 
by growing a full beard, wherein he estab- 
lishes one more link of personal resemblance 
with Lord Randolph Churchill. 

Parnell’s Misstatements. 

Since Mr. Parnell was denounced by Mr. 
Gladstone and drummed out of the alliance 
with the English Liberal party the Times has 
been most punctilious in reporting his speeches 
not only fully but verbatim. With respect to 
his last speech delivered at Kells Sunday it 
went a step further. The conclusion of the 
speech not having reached it in time for its 
edition of the followin j 
continued the report in sday’s paper, 
picking up another basketful so that nothing 
should be lost. This rare favor, extended as 
a rule to not half a dozen public men, is not 
primarily intended to gratify Mr. Parnell. It 
is not that the Times hates its old enemy the 
less, but that it does not love Mr, Gladstone 
the more, and, as Mr. Parnell in these days 
devotes the major part of his public utter- 
ances to yilifying Mr. Gladstone and abusing 
the Liberal party, it is thought well to secure 
for his remarks the widest and most promi- 
nent attention. This is all well for the Times, 
but it is occasionally disastrous for Mr. Par- 
nell, If the ordinary course were taken and 
his platform utterances summarized for the 
— — apers he might safely indulge in his 
reckless habit of misstatement and misrepre- 
sentation, but when the Times reports him 
verbatim his remarks are brought under the 
notice of persons intimately acquainted with: 
the facts travestied and Mr. Parnell has a 
succession of bad quarters of an hour.

John Russell Bartlett, in his Dictionary of 
Americanisms, is authority for the statement 
that on his own hook“ means by himself or 
on his own responsibility, and John Milton, 
stately and ponderous, is accused of havi 
originated the phrase, by hook or cruok, 
whieh ans in any way or by any method, 
and it is in. this. way that Americans are ac- 
cu of obtaining the “almighty dollar,” 
this being an expression fathered by 
Washington Irving, which is so apt that it has 
had targe use. 

The modern use of the word rats as an 
interjection can hardly be explained. Some- 
times it expresses incredulousSness and is ut- 
tered disdainfully just after the climax of 
exaggerated statement. Sometimes it is used 
to express disgust and if rightfully pronounced 
is effective. Its use as a noun has a place in 
the dictionary of slang as one who deserts his 
party or associates, among printers one who 
works at less than established rates. 

Lord Stanhope, also known as Lord Mahon, 
an English statesman and historian, who died 
in 1875, gives this interesting history concern- 
ing it: [t chanced that not long after the 
accession of the house of Hanover some of the 
brown, that is the German or Norway, rats 
were first brought overto this country (in 
some timber, it is said), and be much 
stronger than the black, or till then the com- 
mon rat, ~~ many places quite extirpated 
the latter. e work (both the noun and the 
verb to rat) was first, as we have seen, leveled 
at the converts to the government of George 
I., but has by degrees obtained a wider mean- 
ing and come tobe applied to any sudden 
and inereenary change in politics.”

appears the sentence: I am escaped with 
the skin of my teeth, which is modernized 
“by the skin of my teeth,” and gives the idea 
of anarrc Ww escape, one so close as to be just by 
the thickness of the skin on the teeth, which 
is so thin that no microscopist has yet been 
able to find it. To cast in the teeth means 
to throw defiant reproaches or iusults spite- 
fully, as one would cast a stone at the ex 
teeth of a snarling dog. Tooth and nail 
denotes the manner of an action full of fren- 
zied fury, typified by biting and scratching, as 
wher two belligerant cats make the fur fly. 


THE OLD OAKEN BUCKET. 


Locality of the Well in Which It Hung 
When the Poet Saw It. 

Boston Transcript; K. A. H.“ inquires if 
the well in the Town of Cromwell, Conn., is 
the one that inspired Samuel Woodworth to 
write the poem of the Old Oaken Bucket.“ 
If not, where is it situated? The poet says: 
As fancy reverts to my father’s plantation, 
etc. It is certain that his father never had a 
plantation in Cromwell. Benjamin Wood- 
worth, the father of Samuel, the poet, was 
born in Scituate, a descendant of Walter 
Woodworth, who settled in Scituate in 1640. 
Benjamia married for his second wife the 
widow Northey, and came to live on the 
Northey farm, bringing with him Samuel, 
then a boy of 4 years of age, who passed -his 
early boyhood on the farm. For a time ‘he 
lived with Parson Thomas, where he 
learned the classics; then he went to Boston 
to learn the printer’s trade of Ben Russell of 
the Columbian Centinel; afterwards he went 
to New York, where he passed his days, ‘There 
are letters here, written by him in New York, 
inquiring about the neighbors of his boyhood. 
The well from whose perennial springs Wood- 
worth’s Old Oaken Bucket” gathered its 
moss flows from the bosom of one 
of those large but gently rising and lux- 
uriant hills which undulate the surface of 
the ancient Town of Seituate, on the Old Col- 
ony coast of Massachusetts. On the eastern 
brow of this pleasant highiand is his 
“father’s plantation,” which in the vernal 
season appears to encircle it like an emerald 
diadem. We can best attempt a brief descrip- 


tion of the natural scenery from which he 


drew the imagery of his 
in Kis footsteps through 
childhood. One can see at this day the same 
“wide-spreading meadows” which compose 
fhe valley of the North River and its tribu- 
aries. To the right is the “orchard,” be- 
yond is the deep-tangled wildwood,” to 
the left is the pond and the rock“ 
where the “cataract fell,” the bridge 
and mill that stood by it, which was called 
in 1653 “the old mill,“ and was mentioned in 
1640. King Philip tried to burn this mill in 
1676, and after a sanguinary encounter was 
driven away. The pond is fed by a romantic 
brook, which was a favorite place of resort of 
young Woodworth. A short distance up the 
brook is the site of the ancient fulling mill 
erected in 1653 by James Torrey, an ancestor 
of Everett Torrey, the marble worker in Bev- 
erly street. There is nu place in New En- 
pone that excels the poet’s neighborhood in 

istoric matter. The farm is owned by Henry 
Northey, a descendant of John Northey, who 
settled on the farm in 1675. The well is visit - 
ed by many people, who drink from the crys- 
tal en and pass the.bucket from one to 
another,

‘ THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


In the speculative produce markets there has 
been intense interest, with price changes more 
violent than for a long time past. The opening 
was excited with leading markets wild and 
prices advancing to the highest figures reached in 
a long time. European politics entered not a 
little into the situation and was an important 
factor in shaping prices. The bull movement so 
successfully inaugurated the preceding week 
reached a culmination on the opening day, with 
wheat selling up sharply at 7c u. Foreign 
markets seemed to have received Farther impulses 
in the upward course by the strength on this side 
the water and showed continual advances. This 
fact, with the talk of manipulation which had been 
so prevalent for several days, thoroughly scared 
the unfortunate shorts, and they were disposed to 
cover at any cost. Not only were the foreign 
markets materially higher as a result of the legit- 
imate law of supply aud demand. but there were 
disquieting advices from Northeastern Europe 
which attracted much attention. Russia's action 
in prohibiting the export of rye was interpreted 
by some operators in the markets of the world. as 


a direct slap at Germany and a hint that perhaps 


the relations of friendship between the Czar’s 
government and France would be strengthened 
for common cause against the flery young Em- 
peror. The local press in Germany clamored for 
relief in the way of rescinding the import duty 
on grains, which would result in an augmented 
business with America. These facts made 
any possible attempt at manipulation 
on the past of a bull clique 
easy of accomplishment, especially as the liberal 
receipts of wheat rapidly Sa in the ship- 
ping and export movement. But the victory of 
the bulls was soon at an end; with shorts covered 
the market quickly dropped lic within as many 
minutes, or from $1.14 to $1.03, followed by a later 
partial recovery. As the week wore away and it 
was proved that local merchants had un- 
scathed through the ordeal of such violent price 
changes no little satisfaction was expres at 
the stability ofthe grain trade. So far as crop 
conditions were concerned nothing could be 
wished by the most importunate of the bear party, 
as harvest advices from the spring wheat district 
were ofthe brightest character, the thrashing 
returns showing a magnificent yield in 
both R 2 * — ae 1 * — 
exception arge, however, an is preven 

a decline which otherwise might have been ex- 
pected, the wants of the foreigners being unques- 
tionably very great. 

Corn was a good second to wheat in activity. 
The belief was general early there were 
strong hands behind it and that the bull clique. 
N with headquarters in New York, had it 

their powerto push up prices to almost any 
figure. Shorts were urgent buyers, with the long 
promised receipts fromthe interior apparently 
delayed. But withthe splendid crop prospects. 
the high figures paid for cash corn eventually 
called out materially increased receipts from 
country points and re was an apparent col- 
lapse of the squeeze, with the market selling 
down sharply at the close. ' 


FINANCIAL. 


The weekly statement of the New York banks 
published Saturday was less favorable than an- 
ticipated, although it was known that money was 
going West and that the surplus reserve would 
probably show a decrease, The official announce- 
ment that the decrease amounted to $3,506,- 
925. reducing the surplus above the legal 
limit to $14,109,806, fell like a wet blanket 
on the stock market, which immediately 
weakened under the execution of free selling 
orders. The decrease in the deposits was ‘$2,347,- 
900. Lege’ decreased $2,229.100, and specie fell 
off $1,190,300, The onl favorable feature was the 
increase of $137,530 in loans, but in view of the 
loss of money it was plain that the banks were in 


a materially weaker position than they were in a 


week ago. The increase in loans was supposed 
to reflect, however, improved trade conditions. 
The important question that is just now vex 
financiers is: What is Europe going to do wit
